MR XELLETT THREATANED WITH BAYONET 
AND BULLETS. | 


(From a Correspondent.) 


Chiengmai, Noy. 22.—Chiengiai is in a 
wild state of excitement over an. event, 
which took place hore on the 19th inst. And 
ag the affair Promises to lend to diplomatia 
pourparlers, I will describe as accurately an 

ssible ‘the attack on Dr Kellott, United 
States vice-Coneul, temporarily located in 
this town. The following ara the facta 
stripped of all embellishment. 

On November 19th, Mr Kellett sent the 
Consular clerk~Nai Sye, a very intelligont 
and roliablo native, to the post officd with 
letters. It was about 7 p.m., and Nai Sye 
carricd an ordinary, walking stick whiles 
servant carried a lantérn. No sooner had 
the two survants arrived opposite the bar- 
racks than Nai Sye was roughly accosted 
by several Siameso soldiers, seized, and 
taken into the barracks. The offence for 
whic the clerk was arrostod was that of 
carrying a stick in alleged contravefition of 
Toca laws, he Conaular clerk protested, 
and culled the- attention of the Siamese to 
the fact that he was a Consular sorvant, 
and that his stick was a amall ordinary 
walking eane. Thege uppoals were, it ap- 
pesss, disregarded.

Mosars 
Kellett, Harris, and Zurcher found them- 
aclves surrounded by ao dozen or s0-of 
angry soldiers, ‘Chey had fixed bayo- 
nets and had loaded their rifles., With- 
out any parleying or the least, warhing 
the soldiers attacked Mr Kellett with the 
butt end of their muskets, while others 


.| brought their bayonets to the ‘charge! and 


cocked their loaded rifles. “ Mr Kellett was 
now with his back to a wall and doing what 
he ‘could to defend himself.. But sccing 
the hopelessness of the situation and fear- 
ing bloodshed he desisted, ned retired as 
best he could accompanied by Messrs‘Harris 
and Zurcher. These geritlemen had not 
been threatened or attacked, the soldiers 
devoting all their cnergics to Mr Kollett. 
Nai Sye was carried back to prison, amidst 
great rejoicing and. filthy exprossions of 
contenipt directed agninst the ‘ farangs’ in 


general and the ‘Consoon Americain” in_ 


particular. 
THE COMBLUSSIONER'S, ACTION, 

Later in tho evoning the Siameso Com- 
missioner ordered the release of Nai Sye, 
and sent over a sorvant to enquire after Mr 
Kellett’s injuries, “It was a matter of some 
comment here that the Commissioner did 
not take the trouble .to come over himself. 
Mr Kellett informed the Commissioner 
that he had no reply to make until he had 
communicated with his Minister at Bang- 
kok, and before receiving instructions from 
Mr Barrett at’ Bangkok he cculd enter upon 
no negotiations with regard to the insult 
which had been put upon him, and tho in 
jury dono him, :

Thero is no doubt that the Jiji Shimpo is 
correct whon: it alleges that considerable 
sums have been invested by British sub- 
jects in Japancso securities. It is not eany 
to find elsewhere an absclutely safe invest- 
inent paying intorest st the rate of five per 
cent.,. ind did not the silver question sland 
in tha way, many capitalists of Europe and 
America would become purchacors of Ja- 

aneso public loan bonds, “But however 
bigh he rate of intatest may be, 
every one fortunate enough to have 
mony in the Ooccident must’ Hesitato 
to conyest. it into a metal bearing 
no fixed ratio to the gold unit. . Of 
course that obatacle dees nob embarrass, 
banking institutions or residents in the 
East, whose capital has alrcady been con- 
verted ints silver, and our Tokyo contem- 
porary says that sapeties er are 
Jargely held by British subjects in the Far 
east and in India, Thero has naturally 
been a desire.on tho part of the Japanese 
Govarnment to discover the aggregate 
amount of~ the securities thus held, 
and: investigations have Leen made by 
tho | Specie Bank, as. well as tho 
Bank of Japan, with that object. But 
sines the bonds do not necessurily carry 
the name of their holders, there is ab pre- 


gent no way of forming an accurate estimate. |. 


Since, however, arrangements are now in. 
progress for paying the interest an bonds, 
not in Japan alone,. but-also in Shanghai, 
Singapore, Hongkong.and London, it is 
expected that means of |information will 
soon be forthooming.—Japan Mail. 
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FIELDING AT CRICKET. 

4 NEGLECTED BRANCH OF THE GANK. 

Ono vould almost imagino, judging from 
the little attention which is bestowed upon 
fielding at the present time, that cricket is 
4 game confined to two special features— 
batting and bowling, The ordinary en- 
thusiast, and even the player himself, 
seems to forget that smart fielding has 
often -bven known to neutralize: even: the 
befZbatting, and wa feel quite sure what 
would he the result of a match between 
two crack elovens, éno side being all great 
batsmen and little else, while the other 
consisted of inferior batsmen, -but fair 


bowlers and downright good fieldora: How |: 


frequently, more’s the pity, do we honr it 
anid that certain teams lost such and such 
matches entirely through bad fielding; and 
whint annoyance is often experienced when 
it is romembered that ‘some huge-scoring 
batsman on the winning side was twice, or 
probably thrice, missed from comparatively 
easy catches before ho had compiled o 


round dozen? While possibly most of our | 


greatest batsmen are born and. not made, 
the same peculiarity can scarcely apply 
generally to catching and fielding. These 
appear to us distinctly. moro learnable 
features than either batting or howling, 
and it would assuredly not seem diflicult 
by practice for a good many players en- 
gaged in first-clasd-cricket“nowadays to 
largely improve their cleverness in the 
arts of catching and sating runs. . That 
there are born fielders as woll as born 
batsmen and bowlers cannot, of course, be 
cntirely doubted. “Vernon Royle, the three 
brothara Grace (one, alas! gone to his Jong 
home), Lolunann, Stoddart, Briggs, 8. C, 
Newton (late Cambridgo University), Ran- 
jitainhji, Pool, Gregory, 'Mordaunt, Gunn, 
Woods, Captain Buard, George Bean, Tun- 
nicliffe, and others whose names we cannot 
recall for the moment, wore probubly 
all to-thé manner born, and practice 
in their cases would be almost noediess. 
Their dexterity came naturally, and 
although even Dame Nature kerself may 
not always be beyond improvement yet the 
fielders we have named were, and are, quick 
enough for anything. This class of fisldors 
instils peculiar fears into » batsman, and if 
a ball is going anywhere near them a liber- 
ty isnever taken except -by beginners at 

0 game, and in exemplification af this we 
may relate a short story which speaking of 
Vernon Royle reminds us of, Old ‘fon 
Emmett was once: batting in a county 
match at Old Trafford, Manchester, with 
rathor a raw youngster as his’ partner. 
Royle was fielding in his ustial position at 
cover-point, and, the ball, being hitin his 
direction, tite youngster shouted, ‘Come 
on ; let's steal one.’ ereupon. Emmett, 
cool as the proverbial cucumber even in the 
exciting moment, replied, * Not me, 
lad’; there's &. policaman there,’ When 
the Australian elevens firet visited Hng- 
land they. unquestionably pulled seve~ 
yal matehés oubt..of the fre by their 
foarloss and keen fielding ; but on the other 
hand coming to more recent games, both 
Surrey. and Yorkshire probably owe two of 
their: defeats this. sesson_to dropped. 
catohos,: while last season Sussex nearly 
threw their contest againsb Surrey. away 
through their porsistont minses at Konninge 
ton Oval. Pioucasterehize, too, might 
haye- beaten “Warwickshire at Bristol 
had thoy held oll the: catches that 
came to hand.

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THE INVENTOR OF THE JIN. 

: RIKISHA, : 

There: has always been uncértainty about 
tha inventor of tho jinrikisha, Some claim 
tho honour for a foreigner, others, for a 
Japanese. Tho forcigner in question was 
& man in holy, orders, whose life reflected 
no great Justre’-on chis cloth, at nll events 
whon he ministered to sick souls in the 
East, but who’ nevertheless possessed. 
shrowdness and the art of self-axsertion, 
The ‘author of ‘Young Japan’ very con- 
fidently asoribes the *man-pull-cart ' to this 
practical missionary, and we are not pre- 
‘pured to dey the assertion; though-we-ca 
clearly remember that. no mention of any 
such: exercise of foreign ' ingenuity. was 
heard. unti! long after the success of the 
jinrgkisha had beon assured, The Japanese 
have always‘ maintainéd. that :one of their 
nationals hit upon the happy. idea. His 
namo is Izumi Yosuke, and he is now again 
brought into.promingnve. by the fact that a 
project. ‘is on foot to obtain # pension for 
him. It appears that whether Izumi Yo- 
puke invented the machine, or whether he 
merely worked out an idea furnished by an 
‘American missionary, the application for 
official permission to ‘commence the trade 
of jinrikisha drawing was made in his name, 
and in ‘tho names of two associates, Ko- 
guke and Tolcujiro. In those days, laws 
for the patenting and protecting of inven« 
tions did not exist, aud in a vory brief petiod 
thousonds of persons wero carning a livoli- 
hood by means of Izumi’s device. When 
the Patents Law was promulgated, Teumi 
applied forthe registration of his invention, 
but by that- time the jiirthisha-had passed 
into publio tase" not only-in- Japan but also 
abroad, and tho provisions of the new Law 
did not sanction the recognition of patent 
rights: under such :ciroumstances. - Igumi 
does not appear to have profited much:
